AMINE is carrying off its mill- 
ions of victims m India, and 
the plague is not only ravag- 
ing that land, but 
i-* begin- 


ning to cast its shadow over the world, 
eays the New York Journal. 


In well-fed America we can hear of 


the hungry imlbons with a pity not 
unmixed with satisfaction that we are 
otherwise. But no nation or class is 
above the fear of the plague germ. It 
can travel round the earth in a thou- 
sand different receptacles, is insensi ble 
to climate, and, attacking invisibly, 
brings wholesale death. 


Plague and lamine are co-operatiug 


in a way that must make the best ef- 
foits of officials and scientists seem 
hopeless. The irrigation tanks, very 
numerous in Northern India, have 
been reduced by drought to stagnant 
puddles, 'and these have been con- 
verted by diseased men and nniruals 
into inexhaustible sources ot coBt&- 
gion. The prevalerce of famine has 
forced the people to eat the most pu- 
trid ot <ood, which is an many cases 
infected by diseased rats and insect?.

'The disease presents the chemical 


characteristics of the bubonic plague 
of the Middle Ages. The outbreak is 
sudden, after an incubation of four 
and one-half to six days. It is accom- 
panied by complete prostration. The 
sufferer is attacked by a high fever, 
often accompanied by delirium. The 
first day a bubo—generally one only 
—appears. In seventy-five cases out 
of one hundred it is in the groin, in 
ten cases out of one hundred in the 
armpit. 


'•In the case of the plague reum a 


sterJized broth containing the dead 
bodies of the bacilli is used. This 
is injected daily into a horse, whiah 
m the space of two 
weeks be- 


comes immunized against the plague. 
The serum of the horse's blood is then 
drawn oft and serves as a preveatative 
of or remedy jfor the plague in man." 


The plague appeared in China in 


1896, and Dr. Yersin immediately Trent 
there. He started at Canton, but the 
Chinese population did not wish to bo 
treated by a European physician. 


But an accident won him the tlay.

York in caso of the arrival of un in- 
fected ship is an important question. 
Dr. Alvih H. Dot.y, the Health Officer 
of the Port, says that he is fully pro- 
pared for such an emergency. He hna 
representatives at Suez, Naples and 
other ports, who will warn him. by 
cable of infected ships. 


It will be hard for the bubonic 


plague to come into S"ew York on the 
body or clothing of any human being. 
This port has now the most perfect 
and modern disinfecting apparatus in 
existence. It would be impossible for 
the germs of any disease to pass 
through it and remain alive. 


This apparatus has been constructed 


inder the supervision of Dr. Doty. 
It is installed on the steamboat James 
W. Wadswortb, which is stationed at 
Quarantine ready at any moment to 
get up steam and proceed to the dis- 
infection of suspected persons or 
ships. Dr. Doty's principal assistants 
are Dr. I'Hommedieu and Mr. Skinner. 


Disinfection is enforced on peieons 


from abroad at the discretion of the 
Health officer. 
It will certainly be 


enforced on all coming from India or 
other ports from which the serins of 
the dreaded plague are liable to be 
carried. 


The Wadsworth is a marvel of sci- 


entific ingenuity in its fittings. The 
upper deck is given up to the dism- 
teeting plant. 
A series of cornparfc- 


inents begins forward and ends aft. 
They aie entirely lined with galvan- 
ized iron, coated with white enamelled 
paint, and incapable of allowing any 
liquid cr other substance to escape. The 
man suspected of harboring geims en- 
ters thete chambers with all his porta- 
ble ^belongings, and both of them 
emerge free from any germs which 
they may have carried on them. There 
remains the possibility, of course, that 
tue man. may have them in hm.

Tlie Danger of Tuberculosis From Mllfc. 


The apprehension which exists in 


the public mind regarding the danger 
of receiving the contag/oii of tuber- 
culosis from infected milk seems to 
require that we refer to the subject. 
That the danger esists is no loiiger 
denied, but that it is sometimes over- 
estimated is also true. The danger is 
evidently greatest when the udder is 
aQ'ected aud it is then a very grave 
danger.

into inexhaustiblo sources of conta­ 
gion. The prevalence of famine has 
forced the people to eat the most pu­ 
trid of food, which is in many cases 
infected by diseased rats and insects. 
The native quarter of Bombuy is 
practicably deserted. 
It is strewn 
with deserted bodies, and its condi­ 
tion menaces an epidemic in the Euro­ 
pean quarter. The death rate among 
the natives has grown so high that it 
is impossible to keep a reliable record. 
The country for hundreds of miles 
around Bombay is ravaged by plague 
and famine.

Benares is famous for it's burning ghat 
by the river where where tho Hindoos 
cremate tlieir dead, but this has long 
been choked up. 
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A HINDOO DOCTOR TREATING A PLAGUE 
PATIENT. 
Among the photographs of Indian 
scenes reproduced hero may be noted 
the Hindoo doctor treating a patient. 
His entire medical outfit is a small box 
which he carrier in his hgnd, and Eu­ 
ropeans say that he is worse than use­ 
lessJt is announced that a remedy for 
the plague has been discovered by u 


reque=ted him to visit that city, and it 
is propable that he w*i)l do so. 
A correspondent who has just re­ 
turned from Cochin China describes 
Dr. Yersin and his work. He is a man 
of interesting 
appearance, 
thin 
and of middlo height. He has a 
long face, wrinkled by the East­ 
ern climate and hard work in the 
laboratory. His hair and beard are 
cut short, and ho is full of life, intel­ 
ligence and enterprise. Here is Dr. 
Yersin’s description of the plague from 
personal observation: 
“The disease presents the chemical 
characteristics of the bubonic plague 
of the Middlo Ages. The outbreak is 
sudden, after an incubation of four 
and one-half to six clays. It is accom­ 
panied by complete prostration. The 
sufferer is attacked by a high fever, 
often accompanied by delirium. The 
first day a bubo—generally one only 
—appears. In seventy-five cases out 
of one hundred it is in the groin, in 
ten cases out of one hundred in the 
armpit. 
. 
“In the case of tho plague ream a 
sterilized broth containing tho dead 
bodies of tho bacilli is used. This 
is injected daily into a horse, which 
in the space of two weeks be­ 
comes immunized against the plague. 
The serum of the horse's blood is then 
drawn off and serves as a preventative 
of or remedy for the plague in man." 
The plague appeared in China in 
1896, and Dr. Yersin immediately went 
there. He started at Canton, but tho 
Chinese population did not wish to bo 
treated by a European physician. 
But an accident won him the day. 
Three seminaries of the Catholic rais- 
foioc at Canton fell sick of the plague. 
Dr. Yersin treated them and saved all 
of them. He then went to Amdy, 
where he treated twenty-three persons 
and saved twenty one. He had then 
no more serum, but he converted a 
largo part of the population. When 
he left Amoy they gave him an ovation. 
tftThej Hou Pao, a Chinese newspaper, 
devoted an article to tho praise of Dr. 
Yersin and concluded by saying : 
“Is not this a divine art? Who will 
dare to say that Hoa-to has not re­ 
turned to earth again?" Hoa-to, it 
should be explujned, is a celebrated 
Chinese doctor who lived 2001) years 
ago, and has been turned "into a god. 
The first man in this country to re­ 
ceive a supply of the bacilli was Pro­ 
fessor J. T. Wilson, bacteriologist of 


the Brooklyn Health Department. 
They wore obtained from Dr. Yersiu 
by a surgeon in the navy, who brought 
them to tbis country. 
In the Brooklyn Health Department 
a Journal reporter had the satisfaction 
of examining a few dead •bacilli of the 
plague under a microscope and of 
! gazing at a patch of living ones re­ 
posing on gelatine in a tost tube. 
What will bo done to protect New 
York in oaso of tbe arrival of an in­ 
fected ship is an important question. 
Dr. Alvah H. Doty, the Health Officer 
of the Tort, says that ho is fully pre­ 
pared for such an emergency. He has 
representatives at Suez, Naples and 
other ports, who will warn him by 
cable of infected skip3. 
It will be hard for the bubonio 
plague to como into New York on tho 
body or clothing of auy human being. 
This port has now the most perfect 
and modern disinfecting apparatus in 
existence. It would bo impossible for 
the germs of any disease to pass 
through it and remain alive. 
This apparatus has been constructed 
under the supervision of Dr. Doty. 
It is installed on tbe steamboat James 
W. Wadsworth, which is stationed at 
Quarantine ready at any moment to 
get up steam and proceed to the dis­ 
infection of suspected liersons or 
ships. Dr, Doty’s principal assistants 
are Dr. PHommediou and Mr. Skinner. 
Disinfection is enforced on persons 
from abroad at the discretion of tho 
Health officer. It will certainly be 
enforced on all coming from India or 
other ports from which the germs of 
the dreaded plague are liable to be 
carried. 
The Wadsworth is a marvol of sci­ 
entific ingenuity in its fittings. Tho 
upper deck is given up to tho disin­ 
fecting plant. A series of compart­ 
ments begins forward and ends aft. 
They are entirely lined with galvan­ 
ized iron, coated with white enamelled 
paint, and incapable of allowing any 
liquid cr other substance to escape. The 
man suspected of harboring germs en­ 
ters these chambers with all his porta­ 
ble ((belongings, and both of them 
emerge free from any germs which 
they may havo carried on them. There 
remains tho possibility, of course, that 
the man may have them in him. 
The crew of the Wadsworth undergo 
tho same process of disinfection as the 
crew and passengers of * an infected 
ship. After the work of disinfection 
is over the compartments are washed 
out with copious water and a solution 
ot bichloride of mercury. All the 
drainings must run out through tho 
hole.

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The Danger of Tuberculosis From Milk.

That the danger exists is no longer 
denied, but that it is sometimes over­ 
estimated is also true. The danger is 
evidently greatest when the udder is 
affected and it is then a very grave 
danger. 
Furtunafcely, tho cases in 
which the udder becomes affeoted are 
not numerous; in only seven percent, 
of tho animals condemned and killed 
by us was there any disease detected 
in the udder. — Report of a Connecti­ 
cut Commission.

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Good Roads­ 


' Good roads is a subject which comes 
in to more or less prominence about 
this time of the year, when the farmer 
and everybody who has occasion to 
travel in the country, learns by expe­ 
rience what bad roads are. 
Our pres­ 
ent antiquated manner of road mak­ 
ing is acknowledged to be an expen 
sive and unsatisfactory one, but the 
trouble seems to be to agree upon a 
plan to take its place that will be sat­ 
isfactory and not too costly to the 
farmers and tax-payers. 
Hon. John 
Hamilton, deputy secretary of agricul­ 
ture, than whom few men are better 
fitted 
by practical experience, 
has 
drawn up a bill in the interest of farm 
ers, the main features of which are as 
follows: 
“ That instead of the present town­ 
ship supervisors we have a township 
road board, to consist of three men of 
acknowledged business qualifications 
to be appointed by the court or elected 
as the law may require. 
That one 
member be installed for three years, 
one for two years and the other for one 
year, and that each succeeding year 
one new member be installed for three 
years. That this board shall be contin­ 
uous and permanent and shall have 
power to fix the miil rate and levy the 
tax on all property now taxable for 
state or county purposes, the one half 
o f which shall be payable in money 
while on the other half the citizens 
shall have the option to furnish work 
on the roads, provided they respond at 
such time and with such service as the 
board through their foreman may re 
quire. 
The board shall apfioint a suffi - 
cient 
number of 
foremen 
to 
take 
charge of the work to insure prompt 
attention to the roads. 
They shall fix 
the daily wages of all the foremen and 
other help that may be employed by 
the foreman under their direction ac­ 
cording to the skill and capacity of the 
workmen. 
They shall keep a full and 
complete record in writing of all busi­ 
ness transacted, and shall give written 
directions to the several road foremen. 
They shall have power to discharge 
any foremen who fails to meet the re­ 
quirements of the board and appoint 
another inliis place. 
They shall secure 
at the expense of the township the nec­ 
essary tools and machinery for the 
service and shall hold their foreman re­ 
sponsible for the care of the same. 
They shall fix the rate per perch for 
the delivery of stone on the road, and 
for the breaking of the same when done 
by hand. 
They shall furnish every 
foreman with a proper book in which 
he shall keep a strict record o f the time 
and character of the work done by the 
men he employs. 
Said foreman shall 
report at the regular monthly meeting 
of the board, who upon examination 
and approval shall issue drafts on the 
treasurer for wages earned the pro­ 
ceeding month.’* 


According to figures published by 
I the Liverpool Corn Trade News the 
shipments of corn from all countries to

ubian ports against 1,727,000 quarters 
from this country and Canada.

are two interesting facts disclosed by 
these figures. 
The Old World is in ­ 
creasing the consumption of corn in 
countries in which it had Dot hitherto ■ 
been used to any extent, and the sell­ 
ers in this country have distanced all 
competitors in foreign markets.

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Representative Edmiston, of Brad 
ford, is the author of a bill, now pend­ 
ing in the legislature, designed to cor­ 
rect the tax receipt evil in politics and 
relieve party leaders o f much annoy­ 
ance as well as take away the means of 
much fraud and 
corruption in our 
politics. 
The preamble sets forth that “ it is 
apparent that great fraud and injustice 
ate done by certain citizens in cities of 
this commonwealth, who, in the inter­ 
ests of party and not for the public 
welfare, pay the taxes of large num 
beis of their fellow citizens, and then 
hold the receipts of said payments until 
election day, thus largely controlling 
the vote of the persons for whom these 
payments have been made, and in 
many instances encouraging what, in 
political parlance, is called ‘repeal­ 
ing’.” 
The bill then provides that 
every citizen of 22 years of age and 
over who desires to vote must pay his 
state and county tax in person, ex­ 
cept that when physical disability or 
some other unavoidable cause prevents 
him paying it in person, he may give 
an order to another person stating the 
cause of his disability or reason for his 
non-appearance in person to pay his 
taxes, and the receipt will be given to 
his agent. 
Any failure of the tax col­ 
lector to comply with the provisions of 
the act shall 
be deemed 
sufficient 
grounds for his removal from office, 
and any person assisting in evading 
the intention of the act, or furnishing 
or causing to be furnished money for 
th e purpose of paying the taxes o f any 
other person or persons, shall be guilty 
o f a misdemeanor and be Fable to a 
fine of from 850 to 8100, or imprison* 
men: not to exceed thirty days, or 
both, at the discretion of the court.

HOME MADE TOILET S0AI\ 


The subscriber who requested a re­ 
cipe for toilet soap will find the fol­ 
lowing 
excellent: 
Boil 
together 
slowly, for one hour, two pounds of 
pur9 beef tallow, two of washing soda, 
one pound of st^lt and one ounce each 
of gum camphor, oil of bergamot and 
borax; stir it often; lob it stand uutil 
cold, then warm it over, so that it will 
run easily, 
and turn into lroulds 
dipped in cold water. 
Like nil soaps, 
it improves with age. 


An oatmeal soap that softens the 
skin may be economically made from 
bits of castile and glycerine soap, if 
these are allowed to accumulate when 
they get too small for toilet purposes. 
Make a saturated solution of pulver­ 
ized borax and cut into it all the bits 
of soap, boiling until they are dis­ 
solved and the mixture as thick as 
cream; stir into the mass oatmeal 
enough to make a thick, but soft, 
paste, mingling with the meal a little 
sulphur and pulverized camphor, stir 
until it cools somewhat, but is still 
soft enough to pour into a mould or 
moulds.—New York Herald. 


A CHAPTER ON DRIED APPLES. 


These recipes for dried apples have 
been used by me, writes MrB. M, E. 
Sparkman, 
for years. 
Others may 
like them, as they are a good old 
standby for variety: 


Dried Apple Fritters—Beat three 
eggs, add a pint of milk, a fourth tea­ 
spoonful of salt, a half teacup oi 
stewed apples, half a teacup of sugar, 
flavor to taste, and flour to make stiff 
batter; drop a spoontul at a time m 
boiling lard, sprinkle with powdered 
sugar; serve hot. 


Dried Apple Fioat—Strain a quait 
of dried apples through a sieve, sweet* 
en and flavor with lemon. 
Beat tho 
whites of four eggs with one oi suq:ar; 
mix carefully with the strained ap­ 
ples. 
Grate nutmeg over the top. 


Dried Apple Custard—Pat a quark 
of boiled custard in a bowl; hav« 
very cold. 
Straiu a pint of stewed 
apples, flavor with nutmeg and sweet­ 
en, pile on top of the custard. 


Dried Apple Pie—Take one quart ol 
apples stewed, add half cup of butter, 
a cup of sugar, and the beiten whites 
of four egg?.

Milk is undoubtedly the best feed 


for young stock of all kinds, but some 
care is needed in ieeding it to get the 
best results. 
When taken in the 


natural way from the teat, the milk is 
always warm, comes very slowly, anc 
is always mixed with some saliva from 
the mouth which aids its digestion 
"When milk is fed, except in very smal 
quantities, these conditions are re 
versed. 
How often have we seen an 


cnfire pailful of skimmed milk placer 
before a calf five or six weeks old, and 
by it swallowed just as rapidly as the 
milk can go down the animal's throat. 
If the milk is cold, as it often is, can 
it be wondered that the calf suffers 
from ecours? 
It is only the natural 


effort to rid the stumach of a mass it 
cannot digest. 
Milk should never be 


the exclusive food of any except the 
very youngest animals, 'its difficulty 
of digestion unliis it for being the 
main food of animals that can eat any- 
thing else. It for hogs it were always 
fed eparingly with some grain, the 
milk would produce much more pork 
than the gram will without the milk. 
Tt is an excellent supplement to corn- 
i'ed hogs, but grinding corn or r.ats 
together or mixing bran or wheat 
middlings with corn meal will, m part, 
take the place of milk by supplying 
nitrogenous nutrition just as the iailk 
does.—Boston Cultivator.

Geneva (N. Y.) station gives results of 
some experimental tests or the relative 
value ot whole grain and Ihe same 
ground, for poultry. 
Incidentally, 


some other interesting results were 
obtained. 


It was thought best to nee both 


large and small breeds in parallel ex- 
periments ; whence Iwo pens of Buff 
Cochins and two \VhiteLeghorns were 
used. 


The experiment extended over a 


period of two year.*. 
The pen of Leg- 


norns having good grain laid more 
eggs the second year than the iirst; 
while the other three pens fell oft" in 
egg production for the second year. 


From the following records it will 


be seen that for the Cochins, whole 
grain was best, and for Leghorns, 
ground grain was the best:

consumed an average of 3 4-10 ounces 
o'i water-free food each per day, at a 
cost of $102 1 15 per hen per year,

Good (Roads. 


* Good roads is a subject which comes 
into more or less prominence about 
this time of the year, when the farmer 
and everybody who has occasion to 
travel in the country, learns by expe­ 
rience what bad roads are. 
Our pres­ 
ent antiquated manner of road mak­ 
ing is acknowledged to be an expen 
sive and unsatisfactory one, but the 
trouble seems to be to agree upon a 
plan to take its place that will be sat­ 
isfactory and not too costly to the 
farmers and tax-payers. 
Hon. John 
Hamilton, deputy secretary of agricul­ 
ture, than whom few men are better 
fitted by practical experience, has 
drawn up a bill in the interest of farm 
ers, the main features of which are as 
follows: 


“ That instead of the present town­ 
ship supervisors we have a township 
road board, to consist of three men of 
acknowledged business qualifications 
to be appointed by the court or elected 
as the law may require. 
That one 
member be installed for three years, 
one for two years and the other for one 
year, and that each succeeding year 
one new member be installed for three 
years. That this board shall be contin­ 
uous and permanent and shall have 
power to fix the miil rate and levy the 
tax on all property now taxable for 
state or county purposes, the one half 
of which shall be payable in money 
while on the other half the citizens 
shall have the option to furnish work 
on the roads, provided they respond at 
such time and with such service as the 
board through their foreman may re 
quire. 
The board shall appoint a suffi 
cient number of foremen to take 
charge of the work to insure prompt 
attention to the roads. 
They shall fix 
the daily wages of all the foremen and 
other help that may be employed by 
the foreman under their direction ac­ 
cording to the skill and capacity of the 
workmen. 
They shall keep a full and 
complete record in writing of all busi­ 
ness transacted, and shall give written 
directions to the several road foremen. 
They shall have power to discharge 
any foremen who fails to meet the re- 
quiiements of the board and appoint 
another in his place. 
They shall secure 
at the expense of the township the nec­ 
essary tools and machinery for the 
service and shall hold their foremap re­ 
sponsible for the care of the same. 
They shall fix the rate per perch for 
the delivery of stone on the road, and 
for the breaking of the same when done 
by hand. 
They shall furnish every 
foreman with a proper book in which 
he shall keep a strict record of the time 
and character of the work done by the 
men he employs. 
Said foreman shall 
report at the regular monthly meeting 
of the board, who upon examination 
and approval shall issue drafts on the 
treasurer lor wages earned the pre- 
ceeding month." 


According to figures published by 
the Liverpool Corn Trade News the 
shipments of corn from all countries to 
Europe from November 1, 1896, to 
February 20, 1897, amounted to 64,- 
375.000 bushels, against a total of 56,- 
374.000 bushels during the correspond 
ing period last year. 
Of this amount 
the United States and Canada contrib 
uted 55,572,000 bushels, against 38,- 
825.000 bushels during the correspond­ 
ing period last year. 
Nearly half of 
the total exports this season have been 
to the continent of Europe, the people 
of which have been induced by the 
abundance and cheapness of corn and 
the relative dearness of wheat to in 
crease their consumption of the former 
cereal. 
The gain in the world’s corn 
exports to Continental countries this 
season has been about 50 per cent. 
Exports have been relatively small from 
the Danube region, and this tendency 
has been especially noticeable in recent 
weeks— the statistical statement for 
February 
22 showing only 59,000 
quarters of corn on passage from Dan 
ubian ports against 1,727,000 quarters 
from this country and Canada. 
There 
are two interesting facts disclosed by 
these figures. 
The Old World is in­ 
creasing the consumption of corn in 
countries in which it had not hitherto 
been used to any extent, and the sell­ 
ers In this country have distanced all 
competitors in foreign markets.

His body was horribly charred.

The preamble sets forth that “ it is 
apparent that great fraud and injustice 
ate done by certain citizens in cities of 
this commonwealth, who, in the inter­ 
ests of party and not for the public 
welfare, pay the taxes of large num- 
bet s of their fellow citizens, and then 
hold the receipts of said payments until 
election day, thus largely controlling 
the vote of the persons for whom these 
payments have been made, and in 
many instances encouraging what, in 
political parlance, is called ‘repeat­ 
ing’.” 
The bill then provides that 
every citizen of 22 years of age and 
over who desires to vote must pay his 
state and county tax in person, ex­ 
cept that when physical disability or 
some other unavoidable cause prevents 
him paying it in person, he may give 
an order to another person stating the 
cause of his disability or reason for his 
non-appearance in person to pay his 
taxes, and the receipt will be given to 
his agent. 
Any failure of the tax col­ 
lector to comply with the provisions of 
the act shall be deemed sufficient 
grounds for his removal from office, 
and any person assisting in evading 
the intention of the act, or furnishing 
or causing to be furnished money for 
the purpose of paying the taxes of any 
other peison or persons, shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor and be liable to a 
fine of from $50 to £100, or imprison­ 
ment not to exceed thirty dajs, or 
both, at the discretion of the court.

All except thi- twenty acres eubsoiled 
was drilled, to wheat again in the fall 
of 189G. 
The twenty acres eubsoiled 


was to be used for other crops, but 
when spring came this twenty acres 
not eeedetl showed a better stand of 
volunteer wheat than' fchst properly 
drilled in. I notified the owner of 
the land and advised him to let the 
wheat alone, which he did. 
1 v.-as to 


plant the two test acres to alfa'fa in 
the spring of 1896, but sowed only one 
patch. 
Xow I-watched this field of 


wheat all this summer and had I the 
power I should have made the men 
harvesting: it keep this tweutv or, 
rather, only nineteen acres separate, 
and show exact results; but I am con- 
fident these nineteen acres yielded 
inore bushels of wheat thau the 
balance of the whole field.

ing this wheat told me that when two 
miles away they could tell the differ- 
ence between that part subsoiled ami 
that part subsoiled twics, or no I sub- 
soiled at all.

London, March 10.—The temerity of 


Greece in returning anything but Im- 
plicit obedience to the commands of 
Europe Is to be punished. Dispatches 
from Berlin and Rome and reports re- 
ceived at the British admiralty indi- 
cate that the threatened blockade Is to 
to« enforced. The dignity of the pow- 
ers requires that at least this much 
be done in response to the far from 
contumacious reply of King George. 


There is, nevertheless, belief in dip- 


lomatic circles that the blockade and 
any other coercive measures will not, 
at present at least, be severe There will 
be pour-parlers between some at least of 
the powers, and the Greek government 
with the object of arriving at some 
understanding which will obviate a 
•war. 


The fact that Greece still refrains 


from declaring war against Turkey, in 
ppite of her right to do so, weighs much 
in her favor in certain capitals at this 
moment. There are indications, also, 
that the German emperor's haughty 
and high handed counsel is by no 
means popular with the other powers. 
It is expected that the dignity of the 


powers will further require them to 
withdraw their ministers from Athens, 
as happened under somewhat similar 
circumstances ten years ago, but even 
this step will not destroy all hope of 
a compromise. 


According to a St. Petersburg dis- 


patch the Russian government ex- 
presses its determination 
to adhere 


unswervingly to its decision to push 
the coercion of Greece to the farthest 
limit, if necessary. It earnestly hopes 
the other powers will display equal 
firmness. 


The following dispatches have been 


received from Athens: 


The Greek government has formally 


protested to the powers against the 
expulsion of the Greek consul from 
Crete, which was announced yesterday. 


It is reported that the Turkish min- 


ister has asked to be recalled, as he 
fears his life is in danger. 


Dr. Temple, archbishop of Canter- 


bury, has sent a dispatch to the Met- 
ropolitan of Athens, in which he says 
the people of England are praying 
earnestly to Almighty God to give the 
Cretans liberty, justice and peace. 


The full text of the Greek reply to 


the. powers was not published in the 
Athens papers until last evening. It 
Is pacific in tone, but is an ably writ- 
ten protest against the demand of the 
powers that the Greek forces be with- 
drawn from Crete. It urges that order 
be first restored, and that then the Cre- 
tans be permitted to declare for them- 
selves how they desire to be governed. 


The insurgents at Candimo, Crete, 


on hearing that autonomy would be 
granted to the island, wrote to the 
British consul, Sir Alfred Biiliottl. in- 
viting him to a conference. 


All the Greek subjects at Retimo, 


Crete, have been ordered to leave for 
Greece, and a man-of-war has been 
placed at their disposal. These meas- 
ures are incomprehensible at Canea, 
the genera! impression being that war 
has been declared.

FEEDING MTTjK PROFITABLY. 


Milk is undoubtedly the best feed 
for young stock of all kinds, but some 
care is needed in feeding it to get the 
best results. 
When taken in tho 
natural way from the teat, the milk is 
always warm, comes very slowly, and 
is always mixed with some saliva from 
tho mouth which aids its digestion. 
When milk is fed, except m very small 
quantities, these conditions are re­ 
versed. 
How often have we seen an 
entire pailful of skimmed milk placed 
boforo a calf five or six weeks old, and 
by it swallowed just as rapidly as the 
milk can go down the animal’s throat. 
If the milk is cold, as it often is, can 
it bo wondered that the calf suffers 
from scours? 
It is only the natural 
effort to rid the stomach of a mass it 
cannot digest. 
Milk should never be 
the exclusive food of any except tho 
very youngest animals. 
Its difficulty 
of digestion untits it for being the 
main food of animals that can oat any­ 
thing else. 
If for hogs it were always 
fed sparingly with some grain, tho 
milk would produce much more pork 
than tho grain will without the milk. 
It is an excellent supplement to corn- 
fed hogs, but grinding corn or oats 
together or mixing bran or wheat 
middlings with corn meal will, in part, 
take the place of milk by supplying 
nitrogenous nutrition just as the milk 
does.—Boston Cultivator. 


GRAIN FOE POULTRY. 


Bulletin 106 (new series) of 
the 
Geneva (N\ Y.) station gives results of 
some experimental tests of the relative 
value of whole grain and 1he same 
ground, for poultry. 
Incidentally, 
some other interesting results were 
obtained. 


It was thought best to use both 
large and small breeds in parallel ex­ 
periments; 4henco two pens of Buff 
Cochins and two White Leghorns wero 
used. 


The experiment extended over a 
period of two year.*. 
The pen of Leg­ 
horns having good grain laid more 
eggs the second year than the first; 
while the other three pens feli off in 
egg production for the second year. 


From the following records it will 
be seen that for the Cochins, whole 
grain was best, and for Leghorns, 
ground grain was the best: 


The Cochins having ground grain 
consumed an average of 3 d-10 ounces 
of water-free food each per day, at a 
cost of $1-02 1 15 per hen per year, 
aud averaged 43} eggs weighing 95 
4-10 ounces. 
For every pound of 
eggs produced 
they consumed 13 
pounds of water-free food at a cost of 
17 1-7 cents, or 26 cents per dozen. 
Cost of food per hen, S I.02 1-5 ; value 
of eggs, 75 cents; lost on each hen, 
27 1 5 cents. 


The Cochins having whole grain ate 
an average of '¿I ounces a day, and 
laid an average of 63 J eggs each. 
For 
every pound of eggs produced they 
ate 10 pounds of food costing 13 cents 
— 19 4 -2 cents per dozen. Yearly cost 
of food per hen, $1.03 1-3; value of 
eggs 
laid, 
$ 1 .0 3 ;; profit x^er hen, 
nearly three cents, 


Tho Leghorns having ground grain, 
ate an average of 2 S-10 ounces food 
per day and laid 93 eggs each, weigh­ 
ing 19*4 1-07 
ounces. 
For every 
pound of eggs produced they ate 5 1-3 
pounds of food costing seven cents— 
nearly 11 cents per dozen. 
Cost of 
feeding oach hen a year, 8i[ cents; 
value of eggs laid, 
; net profit 


per hen, 49' cents, 


The Leghorns fed on whole grain, 
ate an average of 3 ounces of food per 
day, 
and produced 77 eggs each, 
weighing 165 8 10 ounces, 
For one 
pound of eggs produced they ate 
6 1-12 pounds of food costing 8 1-12 
cents—13 1-3 cents per dozen, 
Cost 
of food for each hen a year, 95} cents; 
value of eggs laid, @1.114 ; net profit 
per hen per year, 26 cents. 


Allowing for the cost of hatching 
and growing the pullets for these ex­ 
periments, those having whole grain 
returned an average profit the* first 
year of 48 per cent., and those fed 
ground grain gave a profit of G8 per 
cent. 


or barn lot. 
As I haul hundreds of 
loads of manure from the city, my 
rule is to make one or more heaps in 
different fields, so that when it comes 
to spreading I can get it where I want 
it without having to haul nloro than 
twenty rods from the heap. 
I spread 
from the wagon and plow tinder as 
soon after spreading as possible. 


Your contributor savs he hauls and 
ft* 


spreads his manure while the ground 
is yet frozen, and the spring rains 
wash it into the soil. Now if the spring 
rains come, as they frequently do, be­ 
fore the frost is out of the ground, 
the part of the manure which is rich­ 
est in plant food is washed out and 
carried away. 
I have seen the dark 
colored water running down in little 
rivulets into a stream twenty rods 
away from where I had spread ma­ 
nure on frozen ground. 
B y properly 
composting manure the plant food is 
rendered more available, and one load 
of the well-composted 
material 
is 
worth almost two in the fresh state. 
Careful experiments havo proven that 
in tho compost heap much of the use­ 
less organic matter is reduced, the 
amount of nitrogen not materially 
lessened, p-nd tho quantity of soluble 
ash greatly increased, 
Of course, if 
in compcstiug, the manure is thrown 
out of the stable under the eaves of 
the barn, as it accumulates, and is al­ 
lowed to lay there without any care 
or attention until drawn out and 
spread, probably spreading at once 
would be best. 
But if the heap is 
properly made, 
the sides built up 
straight, the top kept level, so it will 
catch all the rain and snow, and kept 
tramped down solid so the* heap will 
not get too hot and fire-fanged, forked 
over once or twice to break it up and 
fine it down, there can be no question 
but that composting is the best prac­ 
tice. 


HANDLING STABXiK MANTHE,

1 have tried every cour 
ceiuible experiment in applying ma­ 
nure, nnd alter years of careiui study 
and observatior of the different tests 
made by mytelf and others, I have 
come to the conclusion that to get the 
best results from stable manure it

You should manage not to keep a 
fowl or chick any longer than it is 
source of income. 


The knowing just what to sell and 
just when to sell is often the difference 
between success and failure. 


It is no use feeding a lot of chicks 
that are of no use only for tho pot; 
sell them and use the money to-*'buy 
feed for the rest. 


If ono would succeed intelligently 
he must go to some trouble and expense 
to get tho use of the best sires, and 
must not stand on a few dollars extra 
for their use. 


There is a great difference of opinion 
as to what tilth is. 
Generally it emits 
a disagreeable scent. 
A stinking bar­ 
rel or hog trough is not cleanliness, 
nor is a bad smelling hog pen. 


A good quality of wool cannot be 
obtained from sheep which are allowed 
to grow poor two or three 
times a 
year, and are in good condition only 
when the season is favorable; in fact, 
failure is the price of neglect more 
often than we think. 


Tho sucking pigs may he growing 
nicely, but do not cheat yourself with 
a ialse idea of thq profits unless you 
are also observing the mother. 
She 
may bo falling off as fast as her pro­ 
geny is gaining. 
Give hor the best 
food obtainable to keep up both flesh 
and flow of milk. 


Take good care that the pigs have a 
sufficient supply of salt, ashes and 
charcoal; keep it in a box under shel­ 
ter where they can help themselves, 
and never let the supply entirely run 
out. 
There is no danger of them eat­ 
ing too much, for their own cravings 
will measure that. 


By proper care and management 
the calf raised by hand will develop 
just as rapidly as if it had run with 
the cow, and it is very certain that it 
will cost much less. 
Do not let it run 
with the cow at all. 
Feed at the start 
new milk only, and feed often; never 
let it overload its stomach. 


The principal ingredients of eggs 
are lime, 
nitrogen aud phosphoric 
acid. 
Green bones, which havo been 
hitherto thrown away, are tho best 
and cheapest egg making material ex­ 
tant; and this is because bones are 
rich in albumen, phosphate of iime 
and phosphoxic acid. 
In short actual 
waste may be converted into eggs com­ 
manding a high price.

Soft corn is moro often wnstofully 
fed to hoes than put to ih& best uses 
it is capable of. 
It is moist, and when 
eaten easily ferments in the stomachs 
of animals that do not ruminate, and 
especially of tho hog which prets as a 
rule no coareo food to 
distend its 
stomach and aid digestion. 
A few 
nubbins twico a day to cows giving 
milk will be digested nearly as well as 
will the grain when ground. 
Tho soft 
corn on tho ear is with the cob brought 
up in the end and in there most thor* 
onghly chewed, while if corn meal is 
fed alone it goes directly to the third 
stomach, and is there very poorly di­ 
gested.—Home and Farm. 


SUBSOir/tXtf EXPEDIENCE. 


Subsoiling is not necessary on soil 
that is already deep and loose. 
A 
correspondent 
of 
an 
agricultural 
paper gives the following account of 
the subsoiling of a twenty-acre Held 
last year: 


Tho tield was subsoiled about six^ 
teon inches deep and about two feet 
apart. 
Two patches of one acre each 
were subsoiled twice, that is, both 
ways. 
These two patches were to bo 
test patches for alfalfa. 
Tho whole 
farm contained 150 acres, of which 
about 110 acres were in wheat in 1895. 
All except thitj twenty acres subsoiled 
was drilled to wheat again in the fall 
of 1806. 
The twenty acres subsoiled 
was to be used for other crops, but 
when spring came this twenty acres 
not seeded showed a better stand of 
volunteer wheat than that properly 
drilled in. 
I notilied tho owner of 
the land and advised liioi to let tho 
wheat alone, which ho did. 
I was to 
plant the two te?t acres to alfalfa in 
the spring of 1896, but sowed only one 
patch. 
Now I watched this iield of 
wheat all thus summer and had I the 
power I should have made the men 
harvesting it keep this twenty or, 
rather, only nineteen acres separate, 
and show exact results; but I am con- 
iident these nineteen acres yielded 
more bushels 
of 
wheat 
than 
the

When she is

the milk is equally marked, and any 
one with half an eye to his own inter­ 
est will stop the performance. He will 
instantly conclude that the fun does 
not pay for the candle.

London, M arch 10.—1The temerity of 
Greece in returning anything but im ­ 
plicit obedience to the commands of 
Europe is to be punished. Dispatches 
from Berlin and Rome and reports re- 
c«lved a t the British adm iralty indi­ 
cate th a t the threatened blockade is to 
toe enforced. The dignity of the pow ­ 
ers requires th a t a t least this much 
toe done in response to the far from 
contum acious reply of King George. 


There is, nevertheless, belief in dip­ 
lomatic circles th a t the blockade and 
a n y other coercive measures will not, 
a t present at least, be severe There will 
be pour-parlers between some at least of 
th e powers, and the Greek government 
w ith the object of arriving a t some 
understanding which will 
obviate a 
w ar. 


The fact th a t Greece still refrains 
from declaring w ar against Turkey, in 
ppite of her right to do so, weighs much 
In her favor in certain capitals at this 
moment. 
There are indications, also, 
th a t the German emperor’s haughty 
an d high handed counsel 
is by 
no 
m eans popular w ith the other powers. 


It is expected th a t the dignity of the 
powers will further reauire them to 
w ithdraw their m inisters from Athens, 
a s happened under som ewhat similar 
circum stances ten years ago, but even 
this step will not destroy all hope of 
a compromise. 


According to a St. Petersburg dis­ 
patch the 
R ussian 
government 
e x ­ 
presses its determ ination 
to 
adhere 
unswervingly to its decision to push 
th e coercion of Greece to the farthost 
limit, if necessary. It earnestly hopes 
th e other powers will display equal 
firmness. 


The following dispatches have been 
received from Athens: 


The Greek governm ent has formally 
protested to the powers asrainst the 
expulsion of the Greek 
consul from 
Crete, which was announced yesterday. 


I t is reported th a t the Turkish m in ­ 
ister has asked to be recalled, as he 
fears his life is in danger. 


Dr. Temple, archbishop of C anter­ 
bury, has sent a dispatch to the M et­ 
ropolitan of Athens, in which he says 
the people of England 
are 
praying 
earnestly to Alm ighty God to give the 
C retans liberty, justice and peace. 


The full text of the Greek reply to 
the. powors was not published in the 
A thens papers until last evening. It 
is pacific In tone, but is an ably w rit­ 
ten protest against the demand of the 
powers th a t the Greek forces be w ith ­ 
draw n from Crete. It urges th at order 
be first restored, and th a t then the Cre­ 
ta n s be permitted to declare for them ­ 
selves how they desire to be governed. 


The insurgents a t Candlmo, Crete, 
on hearing th a t autonom y would be 
granted to the island, w rote to the 
British consul, Sir Alfred Billiottl, In­ 
viting him to a conference. 


All the Greek subjects at Retlmo, 
Crete, have been ordered to leave for 
Greece, and a m an-of-w ar has been 
placed a t their disposal. These m eas­ 
ures are incomprehensible a t Canea, 
the general impression being th a t war 
has been declared.

In well-fed America AVO can hear of 
tho huns;ry millions with a pity not 
unmixed Avith satisfaction that we are 
otherwise. 
But no nation or class is 
above the fear of the plnprue germ. It 
can travel round the earth in a thou- 
sand different receptacles, is ineensi ble 
to climate, and, attacking invisibly, 
brings wholesale death. 


Plague and famine are co-operating 
in a way that must make the best ef- 
forts ot oiDcials and scientists 
eeem 
hopeless. 
The irrigation tanks, very 
numerous in Northern 
India, have 
been reduced by drought to stagnant 
l^uddles, 'and these 
have been con- 
verted bv diseased men and animals 
into inexhaustible sources of conta- 
gion. 
The prevalence of famine has 
lorced the ipeople to eat the most pu- 
trid of iood, which is in many cases 
infected by diseased rats and insects. 


The native quarter of Bombay is 
jDracticaily 
deserted. 
It is strewn 
•with deserted bodies, anci its condi- 
tion menaces an epidemic in the Euro- 
pean quarter. 
The death rate among 
the natives has grywn so hii-ih that it 
is imjioFsible to keep a reliable record. 
The country for liundred« of miles 
around Bombay is ravaged by plague 
and lamine. 
I h e large port of Kara- 
chi is verv badiv iufectecl.

bacilli and tho knowledge necessary to 
enable them to prepare the anti-toxic 
serum. 


The i>ioiieer in the treatment of the 
bubonic plague 
apj^ears to be Dr. 
Yersin, a physician in the Frcnch co- 
lonial service. 
He is not thirty years 
ot" age, and has perhaps performed a 
service whinh will rank him among the 
greatest scientific benefactors of hu- 
manity. The Bombay authorities have 


the Brooklyn 
Health 
Deparfcmeni. 
They were obtained from Dr. Yersiu 
by ft surgeon in the navy, who brought 
them to this country. 


In tho Brooklyn Health Department 
a Journal reporter had the sfttiRfacfcion 
of examining a few dead «bacilli of tho 
plague under a microscope and of 
gazing at a patch of living ones re- 
posing on gelatine in a tost tube. 


What will bo done to protect New 
York in case of the arrival of an in- 
fected ship is an important question. 
Dr. Alvah H. Doty, the Health Officer 
of the Port, says that he is fully pre- 
pared for such an emergency. 
He haa 
representatives at Suez, Naples and 
other ports, who will warn him by 
cable of infected ships. 


It will be hard for the 
bubonic 
plague to come into New York on tho 
body or clothing of any human being. 
This port has now the most perfect 
and modern disinioctmg apparatus in 
existence. 
It would bo impossible for 
the germs of any disease to pass 
through it and remain alive. 


This apparatus has been constructed 
under the supervision of Dr. Doty. 
It is installed on the steamboat James 
W. Wadsworbh, which is stationed at 
Quarantine ready at any moment to 
get up steam and proceed to the dis- 
infection of 
suspected i^ersons 
or 
ships. 
Dr. Doty's principal assistants 
are Dr. THommedieu and Mr. Skinner. 


Disinfection is onforcod on persons 
from abroad at the discretion of tho 
Health officer. It will certainly be 
enforced on all coming from India or 
other i^orts from which the germs of 
the dreaded plague are liable to be 
carried. 


The Wadsworth is a marvel of sci- 
entific ingenuity in its fittings, Tho 
upper deck is given up to the disin- 
.fecting plant, 
A series of compart- 
ments begins forward and ends aft. 
They are entirely lined with galvan- 
ized iron, coated with white enamelled 
paint, and incapable of allov/ing any 
liquid or other substance to escape. The 
man suspected of harboring germs en- 
ters these chambers with all his porta- 
ble ^belongings, and 
both of them 
emerge free from any germs which 
they may have carried on them. There 
remains tho possibility, of course, that 
the man may have them in him. 


The crew of the Wadsworth undergo 
the same process of disinfection as the 
crew and passengers of "an infected 
ship. 
After the work of disinfection 
is over the compartments are washed 
out with copious water and a solution 
ot bichloride of mercury. 
All the 
ilrainings must run out through tho 
hole.

Tiie Danger of Tuberculosis From Milk. 


The apprehension which erasts in 
the public mind regarding tho danger 
of receiving the contagios of tuber- 
culosis from infected milk seems to 
require that we refer to the subject. 
That tho danger exists is no longer 
denied, but that it is sometimes over- 
estimated is also true. 
The danger is 
evidently greatest when the udder is 
affected and it is then a very grave 
danger,

which the udder becomes affected are 
not numerous; in only seven percent, 
of the animals condemned and killed 
by us was there any disease detected 
in the ud:ler.

Three seminaries of the Catholic mis- 
fcioo at Canton lell sick of the plague, 
Dr. Yersin treated them and saved all 
of them. 
He then went to Amdy, 
where he treated twenty-three persons 
and saved twenty one. 
Ho had then 
no more serum, but he converted a 
largo part of the population. 
When 
he left Amoy they gave him an ovation, 
ifttTheJ Hon Pao, a Chinese newbpaper, 
deviated an article to tho praise of Dr, 
Yerein and concluded byeayinii: 


"Js not this a divine art? Who will 
dcre to say that Hoa-to has not re- 
turned to earth again?" 
Hoa-to, it 
should be exijJujned, is & celebrated 
Chinefae doctor who lived 200L) yeara 
ago, and has been turned *into a gjod.

' Good roads is a subject which comes 
into more or less prominence about 
this time of the year, when the farmer 
and everybody who has occasion 
to 
travel in the country, learns by expe- 
rience what bad roads are. 
Our pres- 
ent antiquated manner of road 
mak- 
ing is acknowledged to be an expen 
sive and unsatisfactory one, but 
the 
trouble seems to be to agree upon 
a 
plan to lake its place that will be sat- 
isfactory and 
not too costly to 
the 
farmers and tax-payers. 
Hon. 
John 
Hamilton, deputy secretary of agricul- 
ture, than whom few men are better 
fitted 
by 
practical 
experience, 
has 
drawn up a bill in the interest of farm 
ers, the main features of which are as 
follows: 


"That instead of the present town- 
ship supervisors we have a 
township 
road board, to consist of three men of 
acknowledged 
business 
qualifications 
to be appointed by the court or elected 
as the law may require. 
That 
one 
member be installed for three years, 
one for two years and the other for one 
year^ and that each succeeding 
year 
one new member be installed for three 
years. That this board shall be contin- 
uous and permanent 
and shall 
have 
power to fix the miil rate and levy the 
tax on all property no(V taxable for 
state or county purposes, the one half 
of which shall be payable in money 
while on the other half the citizens 
shall have the option to furnish work 
on the roads, provided they respond at 
such time and with such service as the 
board through their foreman may re 
quire. 
The board shall appoint a suffi 
cient 
number 
of 
foremen 
to 
take 
charge of the work to insure prompt 
attention to the roads. 
They shall fix 
the daily wages of all the foremen and 
other help that may be employed by 
the foreman under their direction ac- 
cording to the skill and capacity of the 
workmen. 
They shall keep a full and 
complete record in writing of all busi- 
ness transacted, and shall give written 
directions to the several road foremen. 
They shall have power to discharge 
any foremen who fails to meet the re- 
quiiements ot the board and appoint 
another in his place. 
They shall secure 
at the expense oi the township the nec- 
essary tools and 
machinery 
for the 
service and shall hold their foremaj) re- 
sponsible for the care of the same. 
They shall fix the rate per perch lor 
the delivery of stone on the road, and 
for the breaking of the same when done 
by 
hand. 
They shall furnish every 
foreman with a proper book in which 
he shall keep a strict record of the time 
and character of the work done by the 
men he employs. 
Said foreman shall 
report at the regular monthly meeting 
of the board, who upon 
examination 
and approval shall issue drafts on the 
treasurer for wages earned 
the 
pre- 
ceeding month." 


According to figures published 
by 
the Liverpool Corn Trade News the 
shipments of corn from all countries to 
Europe from November i, 1896,

The Old World is in- 
creasing the consumption of corn in 
countries in which it had not hitherto 
been used to any extent, and the sell- 
ers In this country have distanced all 
competitors in foreign markets.

provides that 
every citizen of 22 years of age and 
over who desires to vote must pay his 
stale and couniy tax in person, ex 
cept that when physical disability or 
some other unavoidable cause prevents 
him paying it in person, he may give 
an order to another person stating the 
cause of his disability or reason for his 
non-appearance in person to pay his 
taxes, and the receipt will be given to 
his agent. 
Any failure of the lax col- 
lector to comply with the provisions of 
the act 
shall 
be 
deemed 
sufficient 
grounds for his removal from office, 
and 
any person assisting in evading 
the intention of the act, or furnishing 
or causing to be furnished money for 
t h e purpose of paying the taxes of any 
other peison or persons, shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor and be liable to a 
fine oi from ^50 to $100, or impiison- 
ment not 
to exceed 
thirty d a j s , or 
l)oih, at the discretion of the court.

FEEBIXG ^irtiK PROFTTABtiY. 


Milk is undoubtedly the best feed 
for young stock of all kinds, but some 
care is needed in feeding it to get the 
best results. 
When 
taken m the 
natural way from the teat, the milk is 
always warm, comes very slowly, and 
is always mixed with some saliva from 
tho mouth which aids its digestion. 
When milk is fed, except m very small 
quantities, these conditions are re- 
versed. 
How often havo we seen an 
oniire ijailful of skimmed milk placed 
before a calf five or six weeks old, and 
by it swallowed just as rapidly as the 
milk can go down the animal's throat. 
If the milk is cold, as it often is, can 
it be wondered that the calf suifers 
from scours? 
It is only the natural 
effort to rid tho stomach of a mass it 
cannot digest. 
Milk should never be 
the exclusive food of any except tho 
very youngest animals. 
Its diiiiculty 
of digestion untits it for being the 
main food of animals that can oat any- 
thing else. 
If for hogs it were always 
fed sparingly with some grain, tho 
milk would produce much more pork 
than tho gram will without the milk. 
It is an excellent supplement to corn- 
i'ed hogs, but grinding corn or oats 
topiethor or mixing bran 
or 
wheat 
middlings with corn meal will, in part, 
take tho place of milk by supplying 
nitrogenous nutrition ;just as the milk 
does.—iioston Cultivator. 


GEAIN' ron rOULTKY. 


Bulletin 106 (new series) of 
the 
Geneva {N. Y.) station gives results of 
some experimental tests of the relative 
value of whole grain and the same 
ground, for poultry. 
lucidentally, 
some other interesting results were 
obtained. 


It was thought best to use both 
largo and small breeds in parallel ex- 
periments; jhenco Iwo pens of Buff 
Cochins and two White Leghorns were 
used. 


The experiment 
extended over a 
period of two yearF. 
The pen of Leg- 
Lorns having good grain laid more 
eggs the second year than the first; 
while the other three pens fell off in 
egg production for the second year. 
^From the following records it will 
be seen that for the Cochins, whole 
grain was best, and for Leghorns, 
ground grain was the best : 


The Cochins having ground grain 
consumed an average of 3 4-10 ounces 
of water-free food each per day, at a 
cost of S102 1 15 per hen per year, 
aud averaged 
i eggs w^eighing 95 
4-10 ounces. 
For every pound of 
eggs produced 
they 
consumed 
13 
pounds of water-free food at a cost of 
17 1-7 cents, or 26 cents per dozen. 
Cost of food per hen, SI.02 1-5 ; value 
of eggs, 75 cents; lost on each hen, 
27 1 5 cents. 


The Cochins having whole grain ate 
an average of 3.\ ounces a day, and 
laid an average of 63 i eggs each. 
For 
every pound of eggs produced they 
afce 10 pounds of food costing 13 cents 
—19 4 -2 cents per dozen. Yearly cost 
of food per hen, ^31.03 1-3; value of 
eggs 
laid, 
$1.05-; 
proiit per hen, 
nearly three cents. 


Tho Leghorns having ground grain, 
ate an average of 2 S-lO ounces food 
per day and laid 03 eggs each, weigh- 
ing 194 1-07 
ounces. 
For 
every 
pound of eggs produced they ate 5 1-3 
pounds of food costing seven cents— 
nearly 11 cents per dozen. 
Cost of 
feeding oach hen a year, 84} cents; 
value of eggs laid, .»Jl. 33,5; net profit 
por hen, 49^ cents. 


The Leghorns fed on whole grain, 
ate an average of 3 ounces of food j^er 
day, 
and produced 
77 eggs 
each, 
we'ighing 165 8 10 ounces. 
For one 
pound of eggs produced 
they 
ate 
6 1-12 pounds of food costing 8 1-12 
cents—13 1-3 cents per dozen. 
Cost 
o£ food for each hen a year, 95} cents; 
value of eggs laid, $1.11^ ; net proiit 
per hen per year, 26 cents. 


Allowing for the cost of hatching 
and growing the pullets for these ex- 
periments, thoso having whole grain 
returned an average profit the» first 
year of 48 x^er cent., and those fed 
ground grain gave a proiit of G8 per 
cent.

stable manure, 
rites tí. Thomas, ot 
indiana, to the American AgricuUur- 
jbt. 
His lirst luie is never pjjein the 
tield, but s.*atter from the wagou. 
If 
he refers to putting the manure in 
small heaps to he fccaltered or spread 
just boioro plowing, I agree with him, 
but if he advises never to compost J 
do not aí2ree with him. 
fSitiiated as J 
am, 
on the edge ot: the oty, I 
have been able lo get large quantities 
ol manuie. 
I have trjed every cour 
cei\auie experiment in applying ma- 
nnre, nnd utter yearf- of carelul study 
and observatu)E of the different tetits 
made by mytelf and others, I have 
come to the conclusion that to get the 
beet results from stable manure 
it 
uuJei be compos^^cd either in the üeld 


or barn lot, 
As I haul hundreds of 
loads of manure from the city, my 
rule is to make one or more heaps iu 
different fields, so that when it comes 
to spreading I can get it where I -want 
it without having to haul nloro than 
twenty rods from the heap, 
1 spread 
from the wagon and j^low under as 
soon after spreading as possible. 


Your contributor savs ho hauls and 
spreads his manure while the ground 
is yet frozen, and the sj^ring rains 
wash it into the soil. ISow if the spring 
rains come, as thoy frequently do, be- 
fore tho frost is out of the ground, 
the part of the manure which is rich- 
est in plant food is washed out and 
carried away. 
I havo seen the dark 
colored water running down in little 
rivulets into a stream twenty rods 
away from where I had spread ma- 
nure on frozen ground. 
By properly 
composting manure the plant food is 
rendered more available, and one load 
of the well-composted 
material 
is 
worth almost two in the fresh stale. 
Cartííul experiments havo proven that 
in the compost heap much of the use- 
less organic matter is reduced, the 
amount 
of nitrogen 
not materially 
lesssned, and tho quantity of soluble 
ash greatly increased, 
Of course, if 
in compcsting, the manure is thrown 
out of the stable tindor the eaves of 
the barn, as it accumulates, and is al- 
lowed to lay there without any care 
or attention 
until 
drawn 
oat and 
spread, probably spreading at onco 
would be best. 
But if the heap is 
properly 
made, 
tho sides built up 
straight, the top kept level, so it will 
catch all the rain and snow, and kept 
tramped down solid so tho- heap will 
not get too hot and fire-fanged, forked 
over once or twice to break it up and 
fine it down, there can be no question 
but that composting is the best prac- 
tice.

You should manage not to keep a 
fowl or chick any longer than it is a^ 
source of income. 


The knowing just w^hat to sell and 
just when to soli is often the diilerence 
between success and failure. 


It is no use feeding a lot of chicks 
that are of no use only for tho pot; 
sell them and use the money to--buy 
feed for the rest 


If one would succeed intelligently 
he must go to some trouble and expense 
to get tho use of the best sires, and 
must not stand on a few dollars extra 
for their use. 


There is a great difference of opinion 
as to what filth is. 
Generally it emits 
a disagreeable scent. 
A stinking bar- 
rel or hog trouprh is not cleanliness, 
nor is a bad smelling hog pen. 


A good quality of wool cannot be 
obtained from sheep which are allowed 
to grow poor two or three 
times a 
year, and are in good condition only 
when the season is favorable; in fact, 
failure is the price of neglect more 
often than we think. 


Tho sucking pigs may he growing 
nicely, but do not cheat yourself with 
a lalse idea of thq profits unless you 
are also observing the mother. 
She 
may bo falling oiT as fust as her pro- 
geny is gaining. 
Give her the best 
food obtainablo to keep up both flesh 
and fiow of milk. 


Take good caro that tho pigs havo a 
sufficient supply of salt, ashes and 
charcoal; keep it iu a box under shel- 
ter where they can help themselves, 
and never let the supply entirely run 
out. 
There is no danger of them eat- 
ing too much, for their own cravings 
will measure that. 


By proper 
care and management 
the calf raised by hand will develop 
just as rapidly as if it had run with 
tho cow, and it is very certain that it 
will cost much less. 
Do not let it run 
with the cow at all. 
Feed at tho start 
new milk only, and feed often ; never 
let it overload its stomach. 


Tho principal ingredients of eggs 
are lime, 
nitrogen 
and 
phosphoric 
acid. 
Green bones, which havo been 
hitherto thrown away, are the best 
and cheapest egg making material ex- 
tant; and this is because bones are 
rich iu albumen, phosphate of lime 
and phosphoiic acid. 
In short actual 
waste mn-y be converted into eggs com- 
manding a high price.

RUBSOirjTKti EXrEniEKCE. 


Subsoiling is not necessary on soil 
that is already deep aud loose. 
A 
correspondent 
of 
an 
agricultural 
paper gives the following account of 
the subsoiling of a twenty-acro iield 
last year: 


Tho field was subsoiled about siX' 
teon inches deep and about two feet 
anarh 
Two patches of one acre each 
were subsoiled twice, that is, both 
ways. 
These two patches were to bo 
test jiatchos for alfalfa. 
Tho whole 
farm contained 150 acres, of which 
about 140 acres Avere in wheat iu 1895. 
All except this twenty acres subsoiled 
•was drilled to wheat again in the fall 
of 1896. 
The twenty acres subsoiled 
was to be used for oLher crops, but 
when spring came this twenty acres 
not seeded showed a better stand of 
volunteer wheat than that properly 
drilled in. 
I notilied tho owner of 
the land and advised him to let tho 
wheat alone, which ho did. 
T was to 
2?lant the two te?ti acres to alfalfa in 
the spring of 189i3, but sowed only one 
patch. 
Now I watched this field of 
wheat all thi»s summer aud had I the 
power I should have made the men 
harvesting 
it 
keep this twenty or, 
rather, only nineteen acres separate, 
and show exact results; lout I am con- 
Jident these nineteen 
acres 
yielded 
more 
bushels 
of 
wheat 
than 
the 
balance of the whole field. 
Men pass- 
ing this wheat told mc that when two 
miles away they could tell the dtiTer- 
ence between that part subsoiled aud 
that part subsoiled twice, or nol sub- 
soiled at all. 


soraiü TRuru about cows. 


There are somo 
peculiar 
truths 
about cows well known to old dairy- 
men that are hardly suspecied by the 
new man, aud they are of vital impor- 
tance, too, so 
lar as getting a proñt 
out 
of her is concerned, eays the 
Farm and Home. 
It has long been a 
disputed point whether a cow could of 
her own will hold her mi(k. 
This is 
more a question of 
theory than of 
practice, for wo all agree that she docs 
ifc, whether voluntarily or involuntar- 
ily, ifc matters not. 
When a cow's 
young calf is taken away, or when she 
is beaten or frightened, tbo milk in- 
stantly ceases to flow. 
When she is 
chilled or otherwise made uncomlort- 
able, the same result follows. 


When any of these things happen in 
a very marked degree, the stoppage of 
the milk 
is equally marked, and any 
one with half an eye to his own inter- 
est will stop the performance. He will 
instantly conclude that the fun does 
not pay for the candle. 
It is not the 
big leaks of 
this kind where danger 
creeps jn ; ifc is through the little craw- 
fish holes that the Avater comes that 
finally carries away the dam. 
Here is 
a iierd of ten cows that in nii^d, good 
fall weather is giviug 200 pounds of 
milk a day. 
All of a sidaen a cold 
\\ave settles dutvn from tht- northwest 
and spreads a cold drizxiiu-i rain over 
the laud. 


The cows get a broadside of this and 
are driven into tho woods or fence 
corners. 
They get cold, aud refuse to 
go out into the pasluro to (^at. 
They 
stand idly around the stable waiting 
to get in, and satiyfy themselves with 
what little dry food you are willing to 
•give tUem. 
Now look at your milk 
yield. 
A'Vhat has become of that 1200 
pound yield? 
If 
you 
do not daily 
weigh the milk or sell it by the meas- 
ure, but only make butter out of it, 
the chances are you will not know that 
you are losing uutil the butter supply 
falls short, when perhaps tho weather 
has turoed warm again, and you have 
forgotten the cold and wet spell.

T i GREEKS' TRÖÜB 


I^ndon, March 10.—The temerity of 
Greece in returning anything but im- 
plicit obedience to the commands of 
Europe la to be punished. 
Dlspatchea 
from Berlin and Rome and reporta re- 
ceived at the British admiralty indi- 
cate that the threatened blockade Is to 
b« enforced. The dignity of the pow- 
ers requires that at least this much 
toe done in response to the far from 
contumacious reply of King Gcorgre. 


There is, neverthelesa, belief In dip- 
lomatic circles that the blockade and 
any other coercive measures will not, 
at present at least, be severe There will 
be pour-parlors between some at least of 
the powers, and the Greek government 
with the object of arriving at some 
understanding which will 
obviate a 
"war* 


The fact that Greece still refrains 
from declaring war against Turkey, in 
ppite of her right to do so, weighs much 
In her favor in certain capitals at this 
moment. 
There are indications, also, 
that the German emperor's haughty 
and high handed counsel 
is by 
no 
means popular with the other powers. 


It is expected that the dignity of the 
powers will further reaulre them to 
withdraw their ministers from Athens, 
as happened under somewhat similar 
circumstances ten years ago, but even 
this step will not destroy all hope of 
a compromise. 


According to a St. Petersburg dis- 
patch the 
Russian 
aovernment 
ex- 
presses its determination 
to 
adhere 
unswervingly to its decision to push 
the coercion of Greece to the farthest 
limit, if necessary. It earnestly hopes 
the other powers will display 
equal 
firmness. 


The following dispatches have been 
received from Athens: 


The Greek government has formally 
protested to the powers arrainst the 
expulsion of the Greek 
consul 
from 
Crete, which was announced yesterday. 


It is reported that the Turkish min- 
ister has asked to be recalled, as he 
fears his life Is in danger. 


Dr. Temple, archbishop of Canter- 
bury, has sent a dispatch to the Met- 
ropolitan of Athens, in which he says 
the people of England 
are 
praying 
earnestly to Almighty God to give the 
Cretans Hborty, justice and peace. 


The full text of the Greek reply to 
the. powers was not published in the 
Athens papers until last evening. 
It 
Is pacific in tone, but is an ably writ- 
ten protest against the demand of the 
powers that the Greek forces be with- 
drawn from Crete, It urges that order 
be first restored, and that then the Cre- 
tans be permitted to declare for them- 
Belves how they desire to be governed. 


The Insurgents at Candlmo, Crete, 
on hearing that autonomy would be 
granted to the island, wrote to the 
British consul, Bir Alfred Billiotti, in- 
viting him to a conference. 


All the Greek subjects at Retimo. 
Çrete, have been ordered to leave for 
Greece, and a man-of-war has been 
placed at their disposal. These meas- 
ures are incomprehensible at Canea. 
the general impression, being that war 
has been declared.
